Chicano Poets Society 
finds poetry is a way 
to fight stereotypes

avier Cortez might have found 
the best weapon in the fight rac- 
ism and gang violence — the pen 

As a member of the Chicano Poets 
Society, Cortez writes poetry on topics 
such as cultural awareness, community 
involvement and education. With other 
members of the group, he hopes to 
make a difference 

‘Poetry is something that gives us a 
way to express ourselves in a positive 
way, not with guns,”’ said Cortez, 24 
‘Now, all the homeboys say to me 
‘Hey, now you're doing poetry.’ I'm 
proud.” 

The group, comprised mostly of col 
lege students, is spreading the word 
throughout the Hispanic community 
during performances at coffeehouses, 
community centers, churches and col 
lege campuses throughout Orange 
County. Their mam meeting Is a 
monthly poetry reading at Tlaquepaque 
Restaurant in Placentia 

The society's fifth monthly reading 
was held at the restaurant March 31 
About $100 was raised to benefit the La 
Habra Boys Club and tutor Rose Espin 
oza, who helps educate youths through 
a program she runs from her garage 

In May, the group plans to put to 
gether a benefit in the name of Cathy 
Torrez, a California State University, 
Fullerton, student who was slain in 
February 

Charity aside, the group's main rea 
son for existing is to celebrate Latino 
culture 

Members intend to break stereotypes 
and build confidence, Carlos De Rosas 
said 

“We focus in on the youth, building 
up their self-confidence. We want to 
break the stereotype of what a Chicano 
is — gang-member, drug abuser. We 
are trying to change that and show a 
positive side to being Chicano,’’ De Ro- 
sas said 

Cortez said the poetry readings reach 
out to members of the Hispanic com- 
munity and push them to strive for 
more. It encourages them to break ste

reotypes, he said 

Cortez, a junior at Cal State Fuller- 
ton, said he and three other students 
started the group because they shared 
a love for poetry and a need to express 
pride in their culture 

“It is very much personal, my broth 
er was in gangs and has seen homeboys 
die in his hands,”’ he said. ‘‘We used to 
have to hide him out when people were 
chasing. I want to stop people from get 
ting involved and killing their own 
‘“‘raza,’’ their own race.”’ 

Formed nearly a year ago, the Chica- 
no Poet Society has a core membership 


of 15, including David Vazquez, a Santa 
Ana poet who recites verses in Nahuatl, 
the language of the Aztecs 

Beside reading poetry, members also 
perform songs and comedy skits. They 
deal with Hispanic culture: everything 
from their Aztec roots to the best way 
to laugh at an off-color joke 

It is also a stage for social commen 
tary and action. The group has been in 
volved in various social issues, includ- 
ing the lack of an accredited Chicano 
Studies program at Cal State Fullerton

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Councilman 
appointed to 


El Toro panel 


Maertzweiler will help 
plan future of air base

City Council members’ influence might 
not extend to the El Toro Marine Corps 
Air Station, but that doesn’t mean they 
aren't interested in its fate 

The council voted 5-0 Tuesday to ap- 
point Councilman Michael Maertzweiler 
to the El Toro Reuse Planning Authority, 
a county panel that could determine the 
redevelopment of the Marine Corps Alt 
Station 

City Council members John Tynes and 
Maria Moreno disagreed with the nom! 
nation, saying the person appointed 
should be Mayor Norman Eckenrode 
They voted for Maertzweiler despite their 
objections 

‘I think Mr. Maertzweiler can handle 
the position very well, I have no problem 
with his appointment,” said Eckenrode, 
who couldn’t accept the nomination be 
cause of other commitments 

Supervisors invited Placentia officials 
to send a representative to serve on the 
executive council, which will advise the 
planning authority on the reuse ol the Ma 
rine base. The planning authority in 
cludes the five supervisors, three council 
members from Irvine and one from Lake 
Forest 

However, the executive council won't 
make the final decision. Several cities 
have objected to the way things are being 
run, claiming their representatives on the 
planning authority have no real power 

The City Council has so far remained 
out of the loop on how the base should be 
used when the Marine Corps moves out in 
1999. The Board of Supervisors invited the 
city to send a representative last month 

Eckenrode said the City Council has an 
interest in what will happen at El Toro 
because it could mean more jobs for the 
county. He said the city would likely sup- 
port a commercial airport at the site be- 
cause it would provide thousands of jobs

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Records show city officials accepted few gifts 


City Council, staff 
submit economic 
interest statements

The days when local officials 
would accept gifts from developers 
and other special interests might 
be on the way out. 

Mayor Norman Eckenrode — a 
City Council veteran for the past 
decade — remembers the days 
when gifts would come in during 
the holidays. Everything from bot- 
tles of champagne to jellies and 
jams would be sent to council 
members, he said. 

Most canie during a develop- 
mefiteomof the early-1980s. But, 
those days are over now and offi- 
cials are much more savvy about 
what they accept, he said. 

“We do get gifts offered from 
lobbyists, but it doesn't mean we 
have to take them,” said Ecken- 
rode, who last received a bottle of 
champagne in 1980. ‘Things have 
changed in the past 10 years, not as 
many gifts are being handed out 
and we aren't accepting them.”’ 

The annual statements of eco- 
nomic interests — which were filed 
with thg,City Clerk on Friday — list 
the in¥estments, sources of in- 
come, loans, gifts and other finan- 
cial transactions that might influ- 
ence decisions of public officials 
This year's filings showed that 
gifts were far and few between 

City Administrator Robert D’A- 
mato received a pair of tickets 
worth $150 to a Broadway play 
while on a trip to New York City 
The company that presented the 
tickets had done business with the 
city by managing bonds the city 
cashed in last year 

Councilwoman Maria Moreno 
was the only elected official to ac- 
cept a gift in the city — a movie 
pass worth $75. She never used the 
passes and mailed them back, Mo- 
reno said 

Personnel Director Lee Sale re- 
ceived two tickets to Disneyland 
worth an estimated $80 as part of 
his work in the Magic Kingdom 
Club. He also received movie 
passes worth an estimated $75, ac- 
cording to records

The state’s Fair Political Prac- 
tices Commission requires public 
officials to file annual statements 
of economic interest detailing in- 
vestments, sources of income, 
loans, gifts and other financial 
transactions that might influence 
their decisions. 

City officials required to file 
Statement of Economic Interests 
Form 721 include mayors, city 
council members, city attorneys, 
city managers/administrators, 
chief administrative officers, plan- 
ning commissioners, city treasur- 
ers, and other public officials and 
employees who manage public in- 
vestments. 

Cities, districts and agencies can 
require other officials and employ- 
ees, as designated in their conflict 
of interest codes, to file Form 730, 
Statement of Economic Interests 
for Designated Employees. With 
one exception, forms 721 and 730 
are identical. Schedule G on Form 
721 seeks information about hono- 
raria; Schedule G on Form 730 
asks about business positions 

Form 721 covering the reporting 
period of 1993 was to be filed by § 





p.m. April 1. Deadlines for filing 
Form 730 can vary and are desig- 
nated within each entity's conflict 
of interest code. 

Here's a capsulized overview of 
what Form 721 requires officials to 
report: 
> investments not held by a busi- 
ness entity or trust. 
> interests in real property not held 
by a business entity or trust. 

Investments and real estate 
must be reported if the interest to- 
taled $1,000 or more during the re- 
porting period and are located in or 
doing business in the official's ju- 
risdiction. Also applies to spouse 

Not included are bank, savings 
and money market accounts, in- 
surance policies, credit union 
shares, etc. and place of residence 
if not used as a place of business 
> Interest in real property held by a 
business entity or trust 
> Investments held by a business 
entity or trust 

Both of these must be reported if 
the official has a 10 percent or 
greater share in an entity or trust 
and the share held is $1,000 or 
more, and only if the property and

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Having choice of campuses nothing new

Charlotte Myers has become an 
expert in deciphering the Placen- 
tia Yorba Linda Unified School 
District's campus boundaries. 

The Myers family has lived in 
several homes in the neighborhood 
that borders Ohio Street and Yorba 
Linda Boulevard in Yorba Linda. 
It is an area where students attend 
schools based on which side of the 
street they live 


Though boundaries have become 
quite confusing for Myers, the solu- 
tion hasn't. She took advantage of 
the Interdistrict Transfer Policy, 
which allows parents to choose the 
school their children attend. 

‘We moved across the street and 
went from one district to another 
and my daughter was told she had 
to go to a different school ... It 
sounded like a real headache at the 
time,”’ she said. ‘We're lucky the 
district allows students to have a 
choice in which school they want to

However, members relied on 
their poetry to make their state- 
ment — not picket signs, Cortez 
said 

“It is political, but also our poet- 
ry addresses cultural issues,”’ Cor- 
tez said. ‘I want to make a state- 
ment on our culture as a whole.” 

“Some of the poetry we write (is 
about) social and political issues, 
sometimes we are the voice of the 
unrepresented — the community 
that doesn't have the avenues to 


express itself,’’ De Rosas said 

The poets draw much of their in- 
spiration from personal experi- 
ences — at work, in the classroom 
and on the streets. De Rosas re- 
ceives much inspiration from his 
job admitting patients at Western 
Medical Center in Santa Ana 

He is frustrated and angered 
watching shooting victims and 
gang members wheeled into the 
hospital's trauma center. Those 
feelings are channeled into poetry, 
he said. 


His poem “What Could Have 


attend.”’ 

Having a choice is nothing new. 
The district has allowed students 
the flexibility to chose the school 
they want to attend. 

That choice now is available 
statewide. 

Some school districts are offer- 
ing open enrollment among their 
schools. Others have until July 1 to 
meet the new requirements. 

District trustees are scheduled 
to adopt the state law on Tuesday. 
There is little difference between 


the new law and what the district 
currently offers students, said As- 
sistant Superintendent Sharon 
McHolland. 

“We pretty much allow them 
wherever they want to transfer 
now. We have always believed they 
should have this choice,’’ McHol- 
land said. ‘‘It will pretty much be 
business as usual around here.” 

Of 24,000 students in the district, 
an estimated 2,000 — about 8 per- 
cent — currently attend schools 
that don’t serve their area. The

Been”’ deals with things he has wit- 
nessed while working at the hospi- 
tal. It deals with how young lives 
are cut short because of violence 
and other social problems 


“What could have been of all 
those families that now go through 
life dealing with their loved one’s 
fatalities — all because of life's 
senseless tragedies,”’ said De Ro- 
sas 

Gang shootings and youth vio- 
lence are topics that are constants 
at the poetry readings, Cortez said 


At the group's most recent poet- 
ry reading, Maria Navarro, 15, re 
cited a poem she wrote after her 
boyfriend was killed in a gang 
fight 


“Is a gang what it’s meant to be, 
start out with hundreds and end up 
with three?"’ said the La Habra 
High School student. ‘All the bad 
dudes, they're all dead, stabbed 
down the middle or shot full of 
lead ... I don’t know what you feel, 
but with senseless deaths, I can't 
hang.” 


reason why students transfer with- 
in the district vary, she said 

Sometimes children transfer to 
be closer to where their parents 
work.

Atwood to 
get more 
streetlights

The City Council voted to shed 
a little bit more light on the usu- 
ally dark Atwood neighborhood 

The council voted 5-0 to install 
seven streetlights on Atwood 
Avenue east of Van Buren 
Street. Residents in the neigh- 
borhood have long complained 
about the condition of the 
streets in the area 

Mayor Norman Eckenrode, 
Council members Carol Dow- 
ney, Maria Moreno, John Tynes 
and Michael Maertzweiler all 
were in favor of the project 

Dewco General Contractors 
of Anaheim expects to begin the 
project within the next several 
months. It will cost $24,359, and 
will include the replacement of 
14 wood pole streetlights on San- 
ta Fe Avenue 

The Atwood area used to be a 
county area until residents 
asked Placentia to annex it in 
1971. The main reason residents 
wanted to join the city was to 
improve the quality of the 


streets 
At the time, streets in the 
neighborhood were without 


sidewalks, streetlights and gut- 
ters. Since becoming part of the 
city, public works officials have 
worked to improve _ streets 
there 


“There were 
street that were without 
sidewalks ... or sidewalks 
would run a few feet and then 
turn into dirt,’ said Public 
Works Director Chris Becker 
who added that unpaved roads 
in the area would cause major 
problems durring rain

‘We have taken every oppor 
tunity to work on the area, and 
we will continue to do so,"’ he 
said 


Atwood, considered by police 
as being one of the city’s three 
main gang territories, has also

Do schools need 
metal detectors? 


ack in December, 

we joined our col- 

leagues at The Or- 
ange County Register in 
producing a series of re- 
ports on teen violence. 

At the time, parents, 
teachers, students and po- 
lice and school district of- 
ficials said yes, violence is 
a concern. But, it’s not a 
big problem. 

So, why, now, the inter- 
est in using metal detec- 
tors at Placentia Yorba 
Linda Unified School Dis- 
trict campuses ? 

Placentia Police Chief 
Manuel Ortega, who treat- 
ed district trustees to a 
demonstration of a hand- 
held metal detector two 
weeks ago, says he’s been 
talking with district prin- 
cipals about the issue for 
two years 

Last December, howev- 
er, when we talked with 
Dick Machlan, the dis- 
trict’s supervisor of child 
welfare and attendance, 
he said the district hasn't 


cluded with Fleming's 
statement shows that 13 
students were expelled in 
the 1993-94 school year for 
carrying weapons to 
school, all of which, the 
statement says, were for 
‘mostly harmless” pocket 
knives that students usual- 
ly take to school “to show 
their friends.” 

We understand the de- 
sire to take preventative 
steps to keep weapons 
from becoming a problem 
We understand — and 
share — the concerns for 
the safety and well being 
of students. 

But, we also believe dis- 
trict and police officials 
are smart enough to real- 
ize weapons are becoming 
a problem long before 
someone becomes a Vic- 
tim of one 

If weapons are becom- 
ing a problem, we'd cer- 
tainly support this move, 
under the right circum- 
stances

Unlike other forms of arthritis, fibromyalgia hard to diagnose 


Fibromyalgia is the second most 
common arthritis-related disease 
next to osteoarthritis, according to 
the Arthritis Foundation. Yet stud- 
ies show that the average time 
from onset of symptoms to actual 
diagnosis is five years 

People with fibromyalgia may 
experience deep muscular aching, 
throbbing, burning or stabbing, 
and a feeling of being completely 
drained of energy. Unlike inflam- 
matory arthritis, which can be ver- 
ified through blood tests, and de- 
generative arthritis, which can be 
confirmed by X-rays, fibromyalgia 
produces no obvious signs 

Fibromyalgia is not a catchall 
name for unexplained pain or fa- 
tigue. Specific symptoms are nec- 
essary to meet the diagnostic crite- 
ria for the condition. A person must 
have widespread pain in all four 
quadrants of the body that has last- 
ed at least three months, and ten- 
derness in at least 11 of 16 specified 
“tender points.” 

Fibromyalgia did not gain wide- 
spread recognition in the medical 
community until the early ‘Ss, 
consequently, many practicing 
physicians never learned about it 
during their medical training 

Because many fibromyalgia 
symptoms may be similar to those 
of other illnesses, the Arthritis 
Foundation suggests that people 
seek treatment from a doctor who

Then there are the undecided 
They want to play on, but they're 
unsure of their skills or the whole 
process of applying for school 
Many of these athletes end up at 
community colleges, trying to fit 
in with other players who are just 
like them. Some will go on to suc- 
cess from there, others will drop 
by the wayside 

How can a senior avoid all this 
confusion? It takes careful plan- 
ning and the willingness to work 
with others (for example: coun- 
selors, teachers and parents) to- 
ward finding the right school 

Many students should seriously 
start thinking about their future 
as a junior. Make sure that you 
take, and pass, the SAT. Talk to 
counselors about what financial 
aid opportunities there are at 
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" schools, and if you qualify 


Find out from coaches if there 
are schools that are looking for 
athletes in your sport, and don’t 
limit yourself to just Division I 
schools. Some great opportunities 
from smaller schools, which 
would probably offer you a better 
education as well. 

In most circumstances, schools 
won't magically appear and offer 
you a scholarship. Most opportu- 
nities come to those who are will 
ing to publicize themselves 

Apply to the schools, because 
no one will do it for you. And then 
send out letters to the coaches at 
the schools you apply to. It will be 
worth it if you get one response 
out of 10 letters sent out, because 
at least someone is interested 

If you take care of all this ear- 
ly, then you can concentrate on 
having fun — after all, that’s 
what sports are for

Exterior painting doesn’t have to be an arduous task 


Does the extenor of your house have a 
bad case of chipping or peeling? Tired of 
thinking how great your white house 
would look if it were painted yellow? 
Would vou love to stain the wood exterior 
of your home a darker coat? 

Painting or staining the exterior of 
your house will not only make you feel 
better about your home, but will also pro- 
tect it from Mother Nature 

“Home owners should re-paint the ex- 
terior of their home every six to eight 
years depending on the color and how 
much air pollution is in their area,”’ said 
Bob Clark Jr., president of the North Or- 
ange County Association of Realtors 

The first step in painting the exterior of 
your home is to determine what type of 
material is under the existing paint. Is it 
aluminum siding, vinyl siding, wood, 
brick or stucco? Do you want to paint it 
the same color? If so, is it a common or 
custom color? It’s nearly impossible to 
match a custom-mixed color. If you 
saved a sample, you may be able to come 
close, however no two batches of mixed 

color will be exactly the same. If you are 
re-staining, using the same brand will 
make things easier 

The best time of year to paint is on a 
dry day in early spring, since the tem 
perature should be above #0 degrees 
Also, it won't be near!

Primer is needed when painting bare 
wood. If you are staining the wood, don’t 
prime it, stain is supposed to soak into the 
wood. It’s a good idea to check with your 
paint supplier on the best type of paint for 
your home 

“Before you purchase the paint, find 
out if the paint supplier will buy back any 
unused paint,”’ Clark suggests. “If the 
paint was unopened and factory-mixed 
instead of custom-mixed, most suppliers 
will give you a refund.”’ 

There are several options in choosing 
what tool you use to apply the paint 
Rollers use more paint than brushes and 


brushes use more than sprayers. Howev- 
er, brushes are best for exterior painting, 
especially if the surface is textured 

When painting a wall, it is extremely 
important that you not paint in the mid- 
dle of the day, since you don’t want the 
paint to dry too quickly. Also, when using 
brushes, always brush in the direction of 
wet paint into the unprinted surface. This 
ensures that you will have an even stroke 
throughout the wall 

Don't stop painting in the middle of a 
wall. If you do, you won't be able to cover 
the marks. After you paint the walls, con- 
tinue on to paint trim, windows and 
doors. When finished, let the paint dry
